The charge, contained in a tele­ 
gram to William McCracken ot 
the 
department of commerce at 
W ash­ 
ington, included an allegation 
that 
the disqualified City of Peoria car­ 
ried eigheen gallons of iuel more 
than the Golden Eagle, and had the 
same type of motor.

said.

Pedlar and Frost and their compan­ 
ions,” Jensen said. 
“ It’s only right that the victors 
should do their utmost in behalf of 
the missing.”

peared greatly refreshed by 
their 
night’s sleep. The latter, 
who 
ap ­ 
peared particularly exhausted 
yes­ 
terday, seemed fit and energetic.

The public service 
corporations, 
banks, trnst companies and building 
and loan associations will pay taxes 
in Rush county on a total assessed 
valuation 
of $4,490,860, according 
to a report on the assessments 
by 
the state board of tax commission­ 
ers, which has been received at the 
county auditor’s office. 
This is about a half million dollars 
more than was anticipated and will 
increase in that amount 
the total 
estimated taxables of the county for 
next year, previously estimated 
at 
$45,845,005. This addition from the 
state board appraisements will bring 
the estimated total up to $46,335,- 
865, providing the loss due to the 
reduction in farm real estate, order­ 
ed by the state board, amounts 
to 
$4,000,000 as now estimated. 
The state board assessments add­ 
ed $1,059,335 to the city of Rush- 
ville’s taxables for next year 
and 
brought the total estimated value on 
which taxes may be levied next year 
up to $7,855,800, which represents a 
loss of only $163,015 over this year. 
This will have a tendency to reduce 
the estimated city levy 
tentatively 
agreed on by the city council Tues­ 
day night. 
The public 
service 
corporations 
which were assessed by the state 
board include the 
gas 
companies 
electric light and power companies, 
the railroads, the interurban lines, 
the telephone companies, 
the Pull­ 
man company and express compan­ 
ies. 
The banks of the 
county alone 
are assessed for $1,068,400. Their 
assessments are as follows:
